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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 1963 in 
both length and severity. For the second successive year, we experi- 
enced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten inches and the com- 
pounding of such drought conditions, together with the many days 
of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most hazard- 
ous years in the past half century. Although our fire season was 
three weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed 
only a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2, 280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. 
Early detection and rapid response kept many potential fire disasters 
from becoming reality. We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in 
this community who responded and fought our fires so efficiently. 
Our state is now 86% wooded and its economy — both industrial 
and recreational -— is greatly dependent on this forest resource. The 
responsibility for adequate fire protection of this great area — 
4,350,000 acres —- is everyone’s responsibility and prevention is one 
of our most effective tools. 

Prevention is good common sense. 

1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 

obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 

2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from 
children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting matches 
and making outdoor fires. 

3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 

A major portion of our preventable fires this year are charge- 
able to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) chil- 
dren playing with matches; and (3) smokers. Let’s be mindful of 
the fact that all such fires endanger property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during the 
past fire season and with your continued cooperation we are confi- 
dent we can improve our fire record in 1965.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
January, 1965 
Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board and Citizens of Litchfield: 


Today, more than ever before, improvement in the quantity 
and quality of public education is necessary. Better education de- 
mands an expanded and upgraded curriculum to meet the needs of 
every child. Adequate building facilities are required to meet the 
needs of curriculum changes and increased enrollments. These needs 
serve to point the need for continued understanding and respect for 
the mutual responsibilities of voters, school boards and educators. 
It is only by the combined efforts of all people that our educational 
problems can be solved. 


The following additions to our instructional staff should be 


noted: 


Mr. Ronald Saudelli, Leominster, Mass., was elected to the 
position of Teaching Principal, replacing Larry Hatfield. A gradu- 
at of Fitchburg State College with a Masters Degree, Mr. Saudelli 
comes to Litchfield with five years of teaching experience. 


Miss Dorothy Welch, previously a teacher in Litchfield returns 
to replace Mrs. Mildred Hackett in grade 4. 


Mrs. Margaret Booska, Hudson, a graduate of Mt. St. Mary 
College, was elected to teach Remedial Reading. 


Mrs. Christine Tobey, a graduate of Plymouth State College, 
replaces Claire Lataille in grade two. 


Mr. Joseph Petralito, North Andover, Massachusetts, a gradu- 
ate of Suffolk University and graduate work at Lowell State College, 
replaces Ralph Hutchinson grade six. 


Miss Charleene Burke, Wilton, graduate of Keene State Col- 
lege, replaces Mrs. Beatrice Taylor, grade 3. 


Miss Eleanor Daly, Springfield, Mass., a graduate of Boston 
University is teaching grade one. 

The citizens of Litchfield should recognize two basic concerns 
that must be resolved if the quality and quantity of education is to 
be maintained and improved. The problem of teacher recruitment 
is increasingly difficult for all towns because of the shortage of teach- 
ers and the high competitive salaries that are available today. Litch- 
field should place high priority on providing adequate budgetary ap- 
propriations to enable the school board to attract and hold highly 
trained and qualified teachers. A second concern is in the limited 
availability of building space which prohibits the continuance and 
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expansion of certain programs. Increasing school enrollments will 
soon limit the use of the lunch room. The present facilities limits the 
expansion of programs in art, music, public speaking and physical 
education. These are areas where the needs of all boys and girls can 
better be met. It is our hope that some provision will soon be forth- 
coming which will permit needed curriculum expansion. 


In conclusion Id like to take this opportunity to thank the 
school board for its cooperation and loyalty and express my appreci- 
ation for their concern for quality education in Litchfield.

Dear Mr. Leavitt: 


The following paragraphs constitute my report as Assistant 
Superintendent in the School District of Litchfield, New Hampshire. 

Continued improvement has occurred in the instructional pro- 
gram during the past year. This is to be noted particularly with re- 
gard to extensions of the new reading program through grade 2 and 
the new mathematics program through grade 5. The efficiency with 
which this school facility is being operated is a credit to Principal 
Ronald Saudelli and the collective action and attitude of the entire 
school staff. 

During the current school year the children of Litchfield have 
been the recipients of the excellent services rendered by our Speech 
Therapist, Mr. David Meltzer. Mr. Meltzer serves the children of the 
Litchfield School for one and one-half hours each week. Unques- 
tionably, Mr. Meltzer’s time should be extended in order that the 
needs of Litchfield’s children can be more adequately met. It is rec- 
ommended that Mr. Meltzer’s instructional time be extended to a 
full half day each week beginning next September. 

The people of Litchfield are to be commended for their continu- 
ed support of their remedial reading program. The excellent serv- 
ices of Mrs. Margaret Booska, our new remedial reading teacher, 
should be looked upon as one of the more important phases of the in- 
structional program at the Litchfield School. The value of this pro- 
gram assumes even greater significance when we consider the fact 
that the building principal is afforded no time for supervision and 
coordination of the educational program. 

Mrs. Booska has coordinated her efforts and planning with 
each classroom teacher. She has established regularly scheduled 
conferences with all classroom teachers which has allowed a two- 
pronged attack on the reading problems of each child involved in 
the program. Mrs. Booska has built a successful, well-rounded 
remedial reading program of which the people of Litchfield should 
be proud. 

The dedicated services of Mrs. Booska are of inestimable value 
to the children of Litchfield. It would be exceedingly prudent to 
strongly consider the extension of Mrs. Booska’s services from one 
day to one and one-half days per week. I strongly urge such action 
be taken. 
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In the past, Litchfield has been fortunate in benefiting from the 
presence of low classroom enrollment. This highly desirable and 
educationally sound situation will be increasingly threatened by 
community growth. It should be emphasized that maintenance of 
high educational standards has been in large part due to Litchfield’s 
insistence that instructional groups be kept to reasonable size. It is 
my sincere hope that this policy will be a continuing one. Well 
trained and conscientious teachers placed in charge of reasonably 
‘sized groups of children are the primary prerequisites of excellent 
educational opportunities.

As a 
result of their excellent work we are currently on our way to solving 
many of our speech and reading problems. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the Parent Teacher 
Association for their wonderful cooperation. As a result of their 
worthy contribution we were able to purchase additional art supplies 
for the current year. This has been only one of several fine gestures 
on the part of this organization. 


Some of the activities that we can look forward to will be a 
Science Fair in March for grades 7 and 8 and an Art Fair in May 
for grades 1 through 8. It is through such activities as these that the 
school and home — the parent and teacher — are brought closer 
together. 


In closing I would like to extend my sincerest thanks to the 
Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent of Schools along with 
Mrs. Bernice McQuesten for their most helpful assistance this year.
